old associates and quite a number of 
my friends have 
requested 
me at 


divers times to give them through the 
columns of ihe Advocate a s-hort auto 
biography of myself, and my recollec- 
tions and remiuisenccs of Newark in 
ii." iOUo liS^- 


My parents came 
from 
Harrison- 


burjr. Va.; soon after their marriage 
in 1S20, and settled in Newark and 
took up their abode in the house next, 
east of the old jail on the canal. In 
coming through the shades of death 
in the mountains of Virginia, 
they 


were stopped by robbers, one of whom 
grabbed the horses by the bits, and 
the other covered them with a gun. 
My mother politely asked them how 
far it was to the next tavern, as she 
had a very sick child near unto death. 
and one of them said "twelve miles," 
and the one holding the horses let go 
and stepped back, and both of them 
disappeared at once in 
the 
dense 


woods: 


They came to Newark in a covered 


wagon over the mountains, via Galli- 
polis and Lancaster. 
About this time 


Mr. Adam Fleek and Mr. Isaac Varner 
arrived here and both boarded in our 
family for a long time. 
They 
each 


had a team of horses, and both made 
a good living transporting goods from 
one place to another.'and this is the 
way they got their start in life. 


In front of our house run the old 


Columbus road, but in 1S2G the canal 
was built on this highv:ay, which gave 
plenty of work to men and 
teams. 


I was born in this house mentioned 
(next to the jail) in the year 1834, and 
the structure is still in good condition, 
having been repaired some 
by 
my 


brother George. 
In going 
by 
this 


house I often think and wonder how 
we ever raised a family of seven 
or 


eight in it, and the only reason or ex- 
planation I can give is that we had a 
bed in every room, and under every 
bed we 4iad a trundle bed. We cooked 
by an immense fire-place, using three 
foot wood on dog irons, swinging our 
pots and kettles on a crane and bak- 
ing our bread in a tin reflector before 
the fire. I remember the first cook 
stove we had. It was made by John 
Moore at Mary Ann furnace. The stove 
had a large oven, had one hole on the 
top and took 
three-foot 
wood and 


would weigh as much as two stoves 
of this day's make. 
It was a great 


many years after this before we got 
the coal cook stove. 
The first coal 


I remember coming to Newark was by 
canal-boat from Coshocton. Jewett & 
Marble had. a coal yard 
across 
the 


canal from our house and Smith Al- 
len run the warehouse next west of 
the yard and for whom I worked three 
weeks shelling corn at the munificent 
sum of 25 cents per day and boarded 
myself. This "Mr. Allen and Mr. Adam 
Fleek at this time lived in adjoining 
houses on the hill south side of Main 
and first and second lots east of First 
street. Mr. Richard 
Harrison 
and 


Fleek run the warehouse where the 
Thomas mill was and 
there 
was a 


slip run into the building from the 
canal where they-, loaded 
the 
boats 


with grain for the city of Cleveland. 
Mr. Luke Warner run the warehouse 
north of the canal, 
between 
Second 


and Third streets, and Mr. William 
Veach was head man at the institu- 
tion. 
I remember 
very 
well 
how 


strong he was in his ability lo out- 
lift most any one at that lime. Judge 
Haughey run 1he 
warehouse where 


the new jail is, and there was a slip 
on the east side of the building 'where 
boats were loaded with grain for trans- 
portation north to the lakes. 
There 


were other warehouses on the north 
side of the canal between Fourth and 
Fifth, and Fifth and Sixth streets. I 
remember some bad boys one night 
opening the slide of a chute at the 
warehouse of Davidson, 
where 
Mr. 


Leisey now is, and they let 
half a 


boat load of wheat run into the canal. 
It was lively times along tho "raging 
r;anawl" about 
this 
period. 
When 


the packets came in there was as much 
excitement as there is 
now at our 


rlepots on the arrival of a passenger

1-ir.o-rH r*f ^osltJi Clio-jroctc tb-at fho tiTpP 
is at hand when the state should con- 
eider whether she is not justified in 
compelling a city to act where condi- 
tions have been permitted to arise 
such that the lives and health of its 
citizens are imperiled by a poor water - 
supply. The report says: "A city ex- 
ists only by right of the state. In ex- 
treme cases the state might even 
withdraw its charter. If the state can 
interfere to stop a prizefight,' why 
should it not prevent the use of a 
death-dealing water supply?" 


Referring to the smallpox epidemic 


in Ohio, which began in 1898 and 
reached its height in 1903, the report 
says that the state is now practically 
free from the disease. Vaccination is 
held largely accountable for its eradi- 
cation. 
An elaborate report is made 


of the conditions at the Ohio peniten- 
tiary, and the board strongly urges 
the construction of a new institution, 
to be constructed along the most ap- 
proved sanitary lines. 


Developments In Holzman Case. 
Cincinnati, O., July 8.—In the Ross 


Holzman case it developed that Holz- 
man had borrowed no less than $200,- 
000 during the past four months, giv- 
ing all kinds of collateral, most of 
which he held in trust for, others, as 
securities. It is estimated that this 
collateral possessed a par value of 
not less than $500,000, and that nearly 
all of it belonged to persons, in no 
•way connected with the brokerage 
firm of Holzman & Company. It has 
also developed that the departure of 
Holzman was hastened by the threats 
of one of his customers to kill if he 
did not within 24 hours pay back a 
loan of $5,000.
